OUR DIRECTOR 


" Mr. Douglas J. Potvin is an AUTHOR - two high 
ae school math books; SPORTSMAN - basketball and 
Canadian Olympic Association directors a TEACHER - 
at Sir George, Marianopolis and MacDonald College. 


In January, 1968, his whole life changed when 
President Malone appointed him to one of the most 
arduous and frustrating of college posts - 
DIRECTOR OF THE EVENING DIVISION. 


In an interview with SAD NEWS, the Director ex- 
plained the purpose of the Evening Division. He 
said the purpose is to provide degree programs at 
night. Working in cooperation with the faculties 
and non-academic areas, he tries to provide as 
many programs and services as the day division. 
He also said that he is aiming towards standard- 
ization of day and evening course and degree re- 
quirements. 


On the question of CEGEP's , Mr. Potvin said that nobody really knows how 
CEGEP's will affect Loyola. It is still not known when or where the English 
CEGEP ~ Dawson College - will begin. It will take at least two years be- 
fore its effect on the evening division can be gauged. 


On recent changes’ since his appointment, he pointed out off-campus courses, 
expanded majors programs and more non-credit courses. The new 7 = 10 
lecture schedule is on a one year trial basis. So far, he has received no 
adverse comments. However, certain language courses may be changed back to 
two lectures a week. 


There is no problem accomodating the 65% enrolment increase - Loyola has 
facilities for 10,000 evening students, averaging one and one-half courses. 
Future plans involve a complete summer program of workshops, language in- 
stitutes, and diploma courses and service courses for teachers. He said 
that he would like to see Loyola make its mark in establishing a Canadiana 
series of courses and lectures. Loyola could serve the Montreal community 
by increasing awareness and knowledge of Quebec and Canada,
